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1. In Memoriam Ada Esther (Wagner) Jacobsen 


For nearly a quarter of a century, between the early 1950s and the late 1970s, the principal - 
indeed, virtually the only - point of contact for the Bibliographical Society of Canada/Société 
bibliographique du Canada was 32 Lowther Avenue, Toronto, the home of the Society's 
Secretary-Treasurer and her ever helpful husband, Mrs. and Mr. R.C. Jacobsen. Although this 
may not be realized by newer members who have joined the Society in the intervening two 
decades since Mrs. Jacobsen's retirement and “knew her not”, throughout this period — a seminal 
and critical period for the fledgling Society — the Jacobsens provided the long term stability 
necessary for the BSC to grow and flourish. 


Mrs. Jacobsen was born in Houghton, Michigan, the second and younger child of Ada Mary 
Lingham and John Henry Wagner. On her mother’s side, Mrs. Jacobsen was related to an old and 
well established Belleville family who had emigrated from England in the 1840s while her 
father's family had emigrated to the States from Brandenburg (Prussia) a decade later. As small 
children she and her older brother frequently spent their summers with their maternal 
grandmother in Canada and in April 1914 came to live permanently in the Lingham family home 
in Belleville. As a result she received her early and formative education in the city and attended 
the Belleville High School where, from an early age, she excelled in languages with an emphasis 
on French and German. Mrs. Jacobsen pursued these studies from 1921 to 1925, thanks in part to 
a Calvin Day Scholarship, at Queen's University, Kingston where she graduated with high 
honours in German and French. 


Uncertain whether to pursue a master’s degree or seek suitable work, Mrs. Jacobsen ultimately 
decided to attend the Ontario College of Education in the summer of 1925. Over the next few 
years she was able to obtain a number of part-time teaching positions, including six months at 
Havergal College in 1928, before finally attaining a full-time position at the Eastern High School 
of Commerce in Toronto. However, having found school teaching not entirely to her taste, and 
ever the perpetual student, Mrs. Jacobsen returned briefly to Belleville in 1931 and took a 
commercial course at the Shaw Business School. The following year she started work as a 
secretary in the Medical Arts Building in Toronto, ultimately moving to a more challenging 
position with the Meteorological Survey. 


While ostensibly personal secretary to Dr. John Patterson, the head of the Survey, Mrs. Jacobsen 
was to all intents and purposes the Survey office manager — dealing with financial claims, 
organizing and maintaining the Survey’s records and managing the office library. Finding both 
records management and library work interesting and challenging, Mrs. Jacobsen took an initial 
library studies course, obtaining a Librarian's Certificate from the Library School, then part of the 
Ontario College of Education at the University of Toronto, in 1936. Her expertise with the 
Survey's records was such that she was sent to Ottawa in the late 1930s for a special meeting with 
Departmental officials to set up an appropriate records scheme for the Survey. 


It was through her work at the Survey that Mrs. Jacobsen also came to meet her future husband — 
Ratje Charles Jacobsen, or “Jake” to his many friends — who was a well regarded member of the 
Survey staff at the time. Marriage in those days, especially within the government service, meant 
the end of a working career for most women, However, this would not be the case for Mrs. 
Jacobsen who immediately enrolled in the Bachelor of Library Science degree course at the 
University of Toronto following her marriage in 1939. 


Following graduation, and at the advice of Miss Barnstead then Head of the Library School, Mrs. 
Jacobsen accepted a position at the School of Nursing Library at the University of Toronto. Her 





work here soon led to other commitments as well as developing an interest in bibliographical 
work in itself. She became an active member of the Toronto Chapter of the Special Libraries 
Association and was also a charter member of the Canadian Library Association when it was 
established in 1947. Mrs. Jacobsen’s interests in special librarianship were varied and catholic. 
She served a term as President of the Toronto Chapter in 1946-47, made significant contributions 
to the revision of the SLA Manual as a member of the Chapter Relations Committee, and was a 
diligent member of the Executive Committee which successfully arranged for an international 
meeting of SLA in Toronto in 1953. 


Throughout these years Mrs. Jacobsen prepared a number of bibliographies herself both as a 
necessary part of her work at the School of Nursing Library as well as in connection with her 
SLA interests and she was a prolific book reviewer for a number of library journals. Since both 
Jacobsens rarely signed their publications (and Jake was an equally prolific author in his fields of 
interest) this can only be determined by a study of their personal papers. 


In addition, however, Mrs. Jacobsen had maintained her connections, both as a student and 
professionally, with the Library School. In 1951 she graduated as the first full-time Master's in 
Library Science to be granted by the University of Toronto. Thereafter, and for a number of 
years, she assisted professors in the Library School as a teaching assistant, marking and assessing 
student projects and papers. Her long connection with the Library School also made her 
instrumental in the formation of an alumni group for the School in the early 1950s as the co-chair 
of the Library School's Scholarship Campaign Committee. 


Her first contact with the BSC came in 195], four years after its formal establishment, when she 
Joined the Society as an ordinary member. Mrs. Jacobsen’s varied abilities were speedily 
recognized and in July 1955 she took on the responsibilities involved as Secretary-Treasurer. At 


the time she did not suppose this would become virtually her life's work but thought, as with her 
immediate predecessors, that she would occupy the post for a few years and then move on to 
other fields. 


In an era when technological expertise and “networking” seem to have displaced true professional 
and scholarly attainments it should be realized that Mrs. Jacobsen’s acceptance of an executive 
post was a very real coup for the Society given the depth and breadth of her experience not to 
mention her extensive connections in library and related association fields as well as her 
“business office” and “records management” backgrounds. As such Mrs. Jacobsen joins the 
ranks of a number of other remarkable women — Marie Tremaine and Donalda Pumam are two 
others in this early period - whose contributions and support were so essential in the Society's 
formative years. Typically, while Mrs. Jacobsen would have assuredly had professional ties with 
both Marie Tremaine and Donalda Putnam, they were also personal friends. Similarly, as 
President succeeded President, while Mrs. Jacobsen stayed on as Secretary-Treasurer, she 
achieved this same close working and personal relationship with each of them. 


Given Mrs, Jacobsen’s length of service as Secretary-Treasurer it is not surprising that the job 
description (if there ever was one!) seemed to expand over the years. With her strong sense of 
what constituted good business practice as well as her experience with other associations all 
correspondence was dealt with swiftly and both the society's minutes and financial records were 
soon brought up to date. As the membership grew, of course, so did the Secretary-Treasurer’s 
duties, especially in the broad field of membership secretary. And there were also many little 
extras which seemed to fall to the Secretary-Treasurer's lot — proof-reading one of the society's 
early publications, storage of both the Society's records and also its publications (at one time 
behind various articles of furniture as well as under the bed at 32 Lowther Ave), and mailings of 





all sorts to name but a few. As Liana Van der Bellen noted in her history of the Society, 
following Mrs. Jacobsen’s retirement “it was soon found that her tasks had to be divided among 
three officers and assigned to a Secretary, a Treasurer, and for all questions related to 
membership, to the 2™ Vice-President.'” 


In all this, as in so much else, Jake was a ready helpmate. Early on in the Society's impecunious 
life Mrs. Jacobsen reported at a Counci] meeting held in Dr. Pierce’s office at the Ryerson Press 
that Jake would underwrite the payment to have a professional letterhead printed for the BSC 
with their home address. As typical as this was of the Jacobsen’s generosity over the years, there 
was also a strong element of frugality in the manner in which Mrs. Jacobsen counted every penny 
of the Society's meagre treasure, Twenty years on, when William Morley arranged for the 
Society's handsomely stylized logo, designed by Peter Dom, Mrs. Jacobsen was concerned that 
the old stationery should be used up first! The same logo would later be used (more mailings!) 
For the Bulletin (n.s.) initiated by William Morely. Jake also arranged his annua! holidays with 
care so as to accommodate his wife’s presence at the Society’s annual meetings whose place 
changed yearly. While this meant there was never any charge to the Society it also permitted 
him, as a railway enthusiast, to explore many lines which have since disappeared altogether. Jake 
was also the strong arm behind the delivery of large bags of the Society's mailings of bulletins, 
publications and announcements to the local post office branch, likely the only time they were 
delivered in a white Mercedes! 


In recognition of her role in support of the Society, Mrs. Jacobsen received the Centennial Medal 
in 1967 and the Queen Elizabeth I] Medal in 1977. Further honours were forthcoming on her 
retirement as Secretary-Treasurer two years later. During the Society's spring 1979 annual 
meeting in Ottawa, Past-President Father Auguste Morisset, o.m.i., eloquently praised the 
Society's “secrétaire perpetuelle” for her dedication over the years and this seemed to please Mrs. 
Jacobsen more than some of the material awards to come. In October 1979 a special Juncheon in 
honour of the Jacobsens was held at the Faculty Club of the University of Toronto at which time, 
Dr. David Hayne, as President of the BSC, paid tribute to the couples’ long and tireless devotion 
to the Society, presenting Mrs. Jacobsen with an engraved silver tray and Jake with a handsomely 
illustrated history of railways, Other honours would follow — in 1989 Mrs. Jacobsen was named 
an Honorary Member of the Society and in 1994, during Eric Swanick’s presidency, at the 
Suggestion of the late Bruce Peel, she was the recipient of a special scroll prepared by 
Fredericton (NB) calligrapher Hank Williams ftom which the following is extracted: 


“... you were the cormmerstone on which the Society's edifice was built, the strong pillar 
on which members of council and a long succession of Society presidents depended, 
making your home the Society's home, safeguarding the Society's resources with 
diligence and its heritage with archival sagacity, as well as providing a loving and 
nurturing care which allowed the Society to take root in the thin soil of the times and to 
develop into the strong national association it is today.” 


Following Jake’s death in 1985 Mrs. Jacobsen stayed on at their Lowther Avenue home until 
1988 and then moved back to Belleville. Throughout these last years and to the end she kept up 
the same affectionate communication that she had always maintained with a large number of 
friends from all the many stages in her busy and well-filled life, including her numerous BSC 
friends. She also maintained a strong interest in the Society's affairs, continuing to read both the

2. In Memoriam Michel Theriault 


We note with sadness the death of our friend and colleague, Michel Theriault on September 27. 
Michel received his doctorate in canon law in 1967, and his bachelor's and master’s degrees in 
library science in 1969 and 1976. A long-time member of this society, he served on the Council 
(1972-1974), and as associate secretary (1981-1985). 


In his professional career he was chef du service des acquisitions des bibliothéques at I'Université 
de Montréal (1969-1975) then, starting in 1975, chief of the Retrospective National Bibliography 
Division at the National Library. Under his direction RETRO, "Canadiana 1867-1900, 
Monographs: Canada's National Bibliography: Microfiche Edition", began publication in 1980. In 
1985 he returned to the academic study of canon law as professor at Saint Pau! University in 
Ottawa. He became secretary of the Faculty in 1987, and in 1995, editor of the journal Studia 
Canonica. 


His publications include articles on Fleury Mesplet, printing in Greek in Canada, and "le livre 
religiuex". His major work, “Les instituts de vie consacrée au Canada depuis les débuts de la 
Nouvelle-France jusqu'é aujourd'hui" was published in 1980. While at St. Paul's he edited texts 
and conference proceedings on the subject of canon law. 


His expertise and his good counsel will be greatly missed.
